SUBJECT: Non-Concurrence of CR# 279443 

The complainant, alleged that on 31 March 2002 she was 

forced to perform oral sex on two police officers in a CHA building located at 3544 S. State 9 lh floor. 
This complaint was very thoroughly investigated by both the Internal Affairs Division and the 
Detective Division. The one consistent point that the investigation revealed was the total lack of 
credibility on the part of the complainant. The complainant changed her story each time she was 
interviewed, resulting in three distinct versions of this alleged incident. 

Conversely the accused Officers never wavered in their account of the events 
that led to their contact with the complainant. The officers assigned to the Public Housing Section 
routinely search the buildings of CHA in an effort to rid the buildings of drug sellers and drug users. 
This is why the Public Housing Section runs reverse stings, to apprehend the drug buyers who flock 
to the CHA buildings to buy their drugs. This is what the complainant admitted doing in one of her 
versions, buying heroin at 3544 S. State. 

The complainant claimed that there was physical evidence left at the scene. 
None was found. The complainant claimed there was a witness, for which she provided three 
different names. There was no witness found. The complainant claimed that her out cry witness was 
a female black CTA bus driver who took her from the scene northbound on State. All female bus 
drivers on that route were interviewed and none remembered a sexual assault victim having boarded 
their bus. The undersigned feels strongly that if this complainant had approached a female bus driver 
and said she was assaulted by two police officers it is the type of conversation the bus driver would 
remember. Nothing said by this complainant was found to be consistent. This complainant has 
absolutely no credibility. 

To accept a finding of Not Sustained indicates that our Officers in this case 
have less credibility than a heroin using drug addict whose only motive is to ensure unfettered access 
to the CHA buildings so she can purchase, or barter, for heroin. The undersigned feels the correct 
finding in this case has overwhelmingly been proven to be UNF OUNDED.
